Progress readers cannot have fail- 


ed to notice the wonderfully improved 
typographical appearance of the pa- 
per mnco Monday, when a new Du- 
plex Web Perfecting press, of the lat- 
est type, took the 
place of the old 


equipment which made the paper 
anything but satisfactory to readers 
and advertisers, and to the men and 
women who were responsible for its 
every day appearance. 


The preaa is one of the finest pieces 


of machinery of its kind in this sec- 
tion of the* state. It in the 
very 


last word, in modern printing machin- 
ery for the unallcr city dailies, and it 
is improbable that a press like it is 
iiiHtallcd in a town in the state as 
E-mail as Clearfield. 


It is nccdjeis to review the condi- 


tions which made the installation of 
this press necessary. 
The Progress 


has always has an ambition to be as 
clean typographically, as it is in its 
news and editorial columns, and it 
wan to accomplish this uniformity 
that the new machine was installed. 
The old printing equipment was trad- 
ed in to' the Duplex company in the 
purchase of the new press, and will 
not again be used by The Progress. 


The new Duplex weights a trifle 


over twelve tons, and rests on a con 
crate foundation ten by fourteen feet. 
There, are more than five thousand 
part* to the machine from paper roll 
to folder. This does not mean that 
the machine is complicated, for its 
vrry bttlk make nccosxary many parts 
which li&iiM hot* be required on one 
of lighter construction. 


Roll fed, the press 
will 
print a 


four-, six-, or eight-page paper in a 
single ran, «t a speed of six thous- 
and per hour. Unlike the old ma- 
chine, the new press is a flat-bed — 
that is thf forms arc 
laid 
on the 


double bed of the press instead 
of 


being cast in cylindrical 
form and 


strapped onto the 
revolving bed of 


the old 
machine. This 
makes for 


both accuracy and 
apdff, 
for the 


forms can b« toft open up to within 
ten minutes of press 
time 
without 


fear of delays because of complicated 
processes. 


Each roll of paper 
for 
the new 


press weighs from four hundred to 
Bcven hundred 
pounds, 
depending 


upon whether it is for four, six or 
eight pages. Spread out, the 
roll 


would make • carpet almost It, Cur- 
wrnsville, the rolls containing more 
than four miles of paper. 


In addition to the new press, the 


Progress has just completed the in- 
stallation of a Model K double mag«- 
xine l.inotyp« which adds greatly ti 
news handling 
facility, and 
easily 


puts the paper in the lead of all the 
other papers in this section in the 
matter of mechanical equipment. 


The Progress is justly proud of its 


new equipment, and cordially invites 
its 
friend* to come 
and see it in 


operation. Press time is about four 
o'clock each day, and the run lasts a 
little more than half an hour, so if 
you call between these times you will 
see the machine in full operation.

The preaa is one of the finest pieces 


of machinery of its kind in this sec- 
tion of the* state. It in the 
very 


last word, in modern printing machin- 
ery for the unallcr city dailies, and it 
is improbable that a press like it is 
iiiHtallcd in a town in the state as 
E-mail as Clearfield. 


It is nccdjeis to review the condi- 


tions which made the installation of 
this press necessary. 
The Progress 


has always has an ambition to be as 
clean typographically, as it is in its 
news and editorial columns, and it 
wan to accomplish this uniformity 
that the new machine was installed. 
The old printing equipment was trad- 
ed in to' the Duplex company in the 
purchase of the new press, and will 
not again be used by The Progress. 


The new Duplex weights a trifle 


over twelve tons, and rests on a con 
crate foundation ten by fourteen feet. 
There, are more than five thousand 
part* to the machine from paper roll 
to folder. This does not mean that 
the machine is complicated, for its 
vrry bttlk make nccosxary many parts 
which li&iiM hot* be required on one 
of lighter construction. 


Roll fed, the press 
will 
print a 


four-, six-, or eight-page paper in a 
single ran, «t a speed of six thous- 
and per hour. Unlike the old ma- 
chine, the new press is a flat-bed — 
that is thf forms arc 
laid 
on the 


double bed of the press instead 
of 


being cast in cylindrical 
form and 


strapped onto the 
revolving bed of
